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"Sharing  Traditions,"  on  exhibit  at 
the  National  Museum  of  American  Art, 
pays  tribute  to  five  Black  artists  of  the 
19th  century  who  were  acclaimed  in 
their  time  but  are  largely  neglected 
today.  Included  in  these  works  are 
primitive  portraits  by  Joshua  Johnson, 
lyrical  landscapes  by  Robert  Scott  Dun- 
canson,  landscapes  by  Edward  Mitchell 
Bannister,  neo-classical  marble  sculp- 
ture by  Edmonia  Lewis,  and  expressive 
allegorical  subjects  and  views  of  North 
Africa  by  Henry  Ossawa  Tanner.

Heritage  is  articulated  on  canvas  in 
the  powerful  works  and  contemplative 
illustrations  of  Horace  Pippin,  James 
Dupree,  Theodor  Siegl  and  Louis  Sloan, 
on  display  at  the  Philadelphia  Museum 
of  Art. 

The  Museum  also  lists  among  its 
acquisitions  eight  works  and  a  drawing 
by  Henry  Ossawa  Tanner.  As  a  group, 
the  paintings  depict  the  progress  of 
Tanner's  career  from  student  to  mature 
works  which  won  acclaim  at  the  Paris 
Salon,  and  made  him  the  best  known 
Black  artist  at  the  turn  of  the  century.
